Motorist plows through bike path, kills at least 8 in NYC

NEW YORK - A man in a rented pickup 
mowed down pedestrians and cyclists along a 
busy bike path near the World Trade Center me- 
morial on Tuesday, killing at least eight and seri- 
ously injuring 11 in what the mayor called “a par- 
ticularly cowardly act of terror.” 

The driver was shot in the abdomen by police 
after jumping out of the truck with what turned 


out to be a fake gun in each hand and shouting 
what witnesses said was “Allahu Akbar,” Arabic 
for “God is great,” authorities said. The man un- 
derwent surgery and was in critical condition but 
was expected to survive. 

Officials who were not authorized to discuss 
the investigation and spoke on the condition of 
anonymity identified the attacker as 29-year-old

CAMP LEJEUNE, N.C. — The court-martial 
for a Marine drill instructor accused of slap- 
ping a Muslim recruit from Taylor moments 
before he fell to his death began Tuesday witha 
government prosecutor outlining a case in- 
volving not one but three incidents in which 
they say Gunnery Sgt. Joseph Felix targeted 
Muslims for maltreatment. 

In his opening argument, Capt. Corey Wiel- 
ert, the chief government prosecutor, said Felix 
not only hazed 20-year-old Raheel Siddiqui — 
who died on March 18, 2016, after a three-story 
fall from his barracks at the recruit base at Par- 
ris Island, S.C. — but two other Muslims before 
that. They included Lance Cpl. Ameer Bour- 
meche, who, as the first witness Tuesday, ex- 
plained in detail how he was mistreated by Fe- 
lix and another drill instructor, including being 
ordered into an industrial dryer that was then 
turned on. 

Wielert reeled off a list of witnesses he said 
would testify they were punched, kicked or 
choked by Felix. Even though they were not all 
Muslims, he noted that the drill instructor still 
specifically “targeted and abused Muslim 
recruits from three separate platoons,” refer- 
ring to them as “terrorists” and “spies.” 

Bourmeche said he was also told by one of 
the drill instructors — he could no longer re- 
member which one — that he would find “all 
the Bourmeches and put all their heads on

Metro prices up 83% from 
2011 low; inventory scarce

Housing prices in metro Detroit have been 
on a tear this year, jumping 7.2% in August 
compared with a year earlier as prospective 
buyers battled over fewer home listings, ac- 
cording to a leading price index released Tues- 
day. 

The latest S&P CoreLogic Case-Shiller index 
shows that prices in metro Detroit — defined as 
Wayne, Oakland, Macomb, Livingston, St. 
Clair and Lapeer counties — were up 83% in 
August from their bottom in April 2011. 

Overall, prices in the metro region — which 
includes Detroit’s harder-hit neighborhoods — 
were back to January 2007 levels and just 7% 
off their peak in late 2005 and early 2006.
